The Norwegian security authorities have furthermore received information 
from Communist quarters which leads them to belicve that a coup may be attempted 
by the Norwegian Communist Party (NEP) in July.

5. In Denmark, the utmost preventive and security measures sre being taken against 
the possibility of Communist sabotage of the Denish Army, nuritiens industry, 
naval inetellstions, and similar targets. 


6. Despite what is described as a growing wave of public indignation against the 
Communists, the possibility of a Communist coup d'état in Denmark even before 
the end of the Finnish-Soviet negotiations is not being overlooked by the 
Government. It is even regarded possible that the creation ef serious internal 
incidents by the Danish Commmist Party (DKF) may synchronize with a Soviet 
occupation of such undefended islands as Lolland and Falster on the pretext 
that such action is necessary to compensate for U.S. "oceupation"of Greenland.
